REMARKS/ARGUMENTS 



This Amendment is submitted in response to the second and Final Official Action 
dated December 29, 2005. Allowance of the application as now amended is respectfully 
requested. 

The Office Action rejected claims 1-6 under 35 U.S.C. §103 citing U.S. Patent 
1,304,394 to Shyer in view of U.S. Patent 4,395,065 to Nelson, et al. Claim 7 was 
objected to as depending from an unallowed claim but would be found allowable if 
rewritten in independent form to include all of the limitations of the base claim and any 
intervening claims. Claims 8-19 were allowed. 

By the present amendment, claims 1-7 are being cancelled, leaving only the 
allowed claims in the application. 

Cancellation of claim 1 also obviates the need to amend the drawings in the 
manner set out in the Office Action in that the "longitudinal axis of the yoke base is no 
longer recited as a claim element". 

It is submitted that the present amendment places all of the claims remaining in 
the application in condition for allowance and a Notice to that effect is respectfully 
solicited.
